WHIRLWIND  FINISH

night closed  his  campaign  in  Sea- 
ham,  Durham,  after  visiting  twenty- 
six  scattered  centres  and  addressing 
five  big  meetings.  He  described  to- 
day's meeting  at  Seaham  Harbor  as 
"one  of  the  biggest  and  moat  en- 
couraging of  the  campaign."

He  has  asked  the 
nation  to  return  his  Government 
solely  on  the  question  of  confidence. 
He  has  declined  to  pledge  himself 
to  any  programme  of  legislation, 
declaring  that  in  these  times  the 
Administration  must  feel  free  to 
try  whatever  measures  may  appear 
promising  as  occasions  arise. 

The  Labor  Opposition  has  con- 
centrated its  fire  on  charges  that 
it  was  unnecessary  for  the  National 
Government  to  cut  the  dofe,  and 
that  the  fall  of  the  Labor  Govern- 
ment was  brought  about  by  the 
dictation  of  foreign  bankers.

He  also  explained  that  In  the  mat- 
ter of  the  good-will  trip  of  the  Ca- 
nadian Constructor,  which  had  gone 
to  Eastern  Canada,  thsre  had  been 
arranged  that  any  shipments  that 
were  made  from  the  British  Colum- 
bia ports  to  Australia  would  be  dis- 
played through  the  offices  of  D.  H.

The  fln,t  ol  Bli  Charles'  adven- 
tVM  Wtst  Ust  (Jlory  of  an  encounter 
with  a  tigress  while  traveling  In 
India  in  1884,  when  the  headman 
of  his  group  came  to  him  and  said 
according  to  reports  from  a  nearby 
village  a  vicious  tigress  had  been 
terrorizing  the  neighborhood,  and 
the  day  before  had  killed  the 
postman. 

8ir  Charles  then  undertook  to 
kill  the  animal,  and  set  about  im- 
personating the  dead  postman  in 
order  that  he  might  attract  the 
animal  to  the  trail.  From  Informa- 
tion received,  it  was  evident  that 
the  animal  had  attacked  the  man 
from  behind  and  thus  he  prepared 
himself  for  a  similar  attack.  About 
nightfall  on  the  day  following  he 
started  out  on  the  trail  with  the 
customary  bells  and  blankets  which 
the  postmen  carry,  and  approached 
the  spot  where  the  man  had  been 
killed. 

SIGNS  OF  PURSUIT 
After   making   several   stops  to 

determine  whether  or  not  the 
animal  had  scented  him.  he  finally 
perceived  signs  which  led  him  to 
believe  that  it  was  on  his  trail. 
Starting  slowly  back  he  saw  its 
head  Just  as  he  rounded  a  corner 
in  the  trail,  and  raising  his  rifle, 
which  was  a  muzzle-loader,  he  let 
the  tigress  "have  it."  and  shot  it 
through  the  chest,  killing  it  out- 
right. 

The  next  of  Sir  Charles'  experi- 
ences concerned  several  adventures 
while  making  a  Journey  from 
Nimari.  in  the  Upper  Nile  part  of 
Central  Africa,  to  a  village  on  the 
banks  of  the  Nile,  ten  miles  dis- 
tant to  where  he  was  escorting  an 
officer  who  had  been  taken  ill  with 
blackwater  fever,  and  was  on  his 
way  to  England. 

Having  Just  crossed  a  stream,  the 
party  came  upon  a  native  on  the 
opposite  bank  bemoaning  the  fate 
of  his  brother  who  had,  a  few 
minutes  before,  been  attacked  by  a 
crocodile  in  the  stream.  Oreat 
gashes  were  in  the  man's  back,  81r 
Charles  said,  and  he  was  in  a  very 
serious  condition,  having  been 
attacked  twice  by  the  crocodile.  Sir 
Charles  rendered  first  aid  and  on 
his  return  Journey,  two  weeks  later, 
found  that  the  man  was  improving 
splendidly,  despite  the  fact  that  he 
had  removed  the  bandages  which 
had  been  placed  on  his  injuries. 

On  the  same  Journey  information 
came  to  the  sportsman  from  natives 
who  said  that  a  large  elephant  was

chase  along  the  trail  and  his  first 
sight  of  the  animal  came  as  It  was 
rushing  down  the  trail  chasing  a 
native  Cowards  him.

A  tribute  from  what  is  left  of  the 
eleven  veterans  who  formed  the 
first  Canadian  organization  of  i  ten 
of  the  Oreat  War  will  be  placed 
the  Cenotaph  during  the  ceremony 
on  November  11. 

"Fragments  from  France"  filtered 
into  Victoria  in  the  early  months 
of  the  war,  and  recognizing  the 
tieed  for  action,  so  that  demobilize 
tlon  would  not  find  the  country 
unprepared,  they  banded  together 
In  an  crganization  known  as  the 
Returned  Soldiers'  Association.  The 
first  resolution  dealt  with  was: 

"That  at  every  meeting,  before 
the  transaction  of  any  business,  the 
members  shall  rise  and  stand  for 
a  moment  in  reverent  sile  ic-  in 
memory  of  comrades  who  have 
given  their  lives  in  the  service  of 
the  Empire." 

Letters  were  sent  to  more  than 
a  hundred  papers  throughout  the 
En\plre  and  wide  publicity  was 
glyen  to  Victoria's  action,  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  this  tribute 
is  now  observed  at  veterans'  meet- 
ings wherever  the  British  tl  »  Is 
flown. 

EMBLEM  OF  MERCY 

Each  of  the  eleven  veterans  was 
wounded  In  action  and  came  di- 
rectly under  the  care  of  the  Red 
Cross.  On  the  field,  in  hospital 
trains  and  ships,  and  in  various 
hospitals  they  were  enshadowed  by 
the  emblem  of  mercy.  The  Red 
Cross  which  served  on  the  battle- 
field, and  is  still  serving  today,  h:i 
no  more  loyal  supporters  than  the 
men  who  returned  early  from  the 
conflict  to  fight  in  Canada  in  f  : 
Interests  of  those  who  had  yet  to 
return.

One  great  difficulty  faced  by  be- 
ginners at  Contract  and  by  players 
of  average  skill  is  the  question  of 
the  strength  required  to  Justify  an 
opening  forcing  bid  of  two  i  a 
suit.  Sometimes)  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  more  anxious  a  player  is 
to  get  every  trick  in  the  play  of 
the  hand,  the  more  Inclined  he  is 
to  force  his  partner  to  kee.:  the 
bidding  open  until  a  game  contract 
is  reached  with  insufficient  values 
to  Justify  that  course.  An  opening 
bid  of  two  in  a  suit  is  a  leap  In 
the  dark.  No  matter  how  strong 
that  hand  may  be,  or  rather  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  it  is  ex 
tremely  strong,  there  Is  the  possi- 
bility, even  the  probabUity  that 
partner's  hand  opposite  him  be  cor- 
respondingly weak  This  is  why  1 
have  placed  the  requirement  for  an 
opening  forcing  bid  of  two  in  a 
suit  at  such  a  high  level.  If  players 
will  bear  that  fact  In  mind,  the 
losses  resulting  from  making  forc- 
ing bids  of  two  on  hands  which 
should  have  been  opened  as  one 
will  not  be  chalked  up  against 
them. 

The  hand  below  is  a  case  In 
point.  It  contains,  it  is  true,  six 
and  also  three  sure  tricks 
in  the  heart  suit.  The  spade  hold- 
ing Is  made  doubly  attractive  by 
the"  fact  that  it  is  headed  by  A  K 
J  10.  However,  the  hand  may  lose 
a  trump  trick.  In  fact.,  unless 
partner  holds  rump  support  or 
outside  tricks  pem-.ttlng  entry 
Into  the  dummy  han<  for  a  whi- 
ning t  ump  nnesse.

An  examination  of  the  current  financial  con- 
dltlons  has  shown  that  while  It  was  possible  for 
Britain  to  carry  this  burden  so  long  as  gold 
prices  remained  high,  a  breaking  point  was 
Reached  when  those  prices  fell  to  the  e  W 
level  Under  recent  governmental  conditions  in 
Britain,  particularly  under  the  Labor  regime  no 
effort  was  made  to  reduce  lhe  burden  of  he 
National  Debt  on  trade  and  Industry.  On  the 
contrary,  guarantees  of  wage  increases  were 
given  without  taking  Into  consideration 
nrobablllty  of  declining  prices.  As  well, 
country  launched  out  into  expensive  Socialistic 
experiments  which  represented  State  charity  on 
a  gigantic  scale.  Conditions  reached  a  crisis 
which  led  to  the  downfall  of  the  late  Labor 
Government,  an  instrument  which  was  re- 
sponsible more  than  any  other  for  the  fiscal 
impasse  which  Britain  had  reached.  Then  fol- 
lowed the  budget-balancing  process  by  the  Na- 
tional Administration  and  the  suspension  of  the 

gold  standard.  iK 

Britain  attempted,  unlike  other  countries,  to 
carry  the  full  burden  of  her  debt,  the  burden  of 
wage  and  salary  Increases  and  the  burden  of 
Socialistic  schemes,  on  the  basis  of  a  pre-War 
gold  parity.  Failure  attended  the  effort.  Inter- 
national confidence  In  Britain's  well-being  de- 
clined. She  was  forced  to  a  realization  that, 
even  with  her  great  resources,  if  she  is  to  carry 
and  liquidate  the  present  burden  of  debt,  she 
must  pare  down  her  annual  expenditures  and 
generally  readjust  fiscal  conditions  so  as  to 
place  her  in  a  more  favorable  position  to  com- 
pete in  the  international  field  of  trade  and 
commerce.  If  the  lesson  has  been  learned  by 
the  people  of  Britain,  as  grave  a  fiscal  lesson 
as  has  ever  developed  in  the  history  of  any 
country,  there  can  be  little  doubt  but  that  the 
National  Government  will  be  returned  by  an 
overwhelming  majority  In  the  election  being 
held  today.

The  subject  of  the  dole  and  the  various  othci 
M.clal  services  now  m  force  in  Britain,  were 
dealt  with  in  a  discussion  on  "Eugenics  in  Edu- 
cation," at  the  recent  me. -ting  of  the  British 
Association  Professor  H  Ruggles  dales  pointed 
out  in  a  paper  he  read  on  the  subject  that 
Britain's  humanitarian  legislation  and  charity 
far  exceeded  that  of  any  other  country  Such 
legislation,  he  believes,  has  led  to  a  steady 
decline  in  the  eugenic  fitness  of  the  people 
Is  because  "the  least   endowed  and  most  defec 

Mve  individuals  in  the  community  are  encouraged  J"**-    H<  J  *  ™«  stron« 
l»  ^produce  their  kind  by  artificial  aid  at|hearty-  ««*  lf  «*J»*  *  P«rloda  °f 
every  stage  of  their  career."  This  process  is  beins 
followed  at  the  expense  "of  those  who  have 
already  been  obliged  to  limit  their  offspring  In 
order  to  pay  the  ever-increasing  demands  arls 
lng  from  Socialistic  legislation.   If."  says  Pro- 
fessor Gates,  "statesmen  recognized  the  facts  of 
organic  Inheritance,  and  Included  in  their  pur- 
view the  future  welfare  of  the  race,  this  hygienic 
legislation,    such    as    the   National  Insurance 
Scheme  (brought  from  Germany),  would  grad- 
ually be  brought  to  an  end." 

In  other  words,  it  seems  that  since  the  Great 
War  much  anti-eugenic  legislation  has  been 
passed  "In  the  name  of  democracy."  This  has 
been  done  without  any  thought  for  the  disas 
trous  consequences  to  the  race.  Professor  Gates 
says:  "The  economic  effects  are  already  upon  us, 
but  the  biological  effects  remain,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  accumulate  unless  Parliament  can  pro- 
duce men  who  are  capable  of  restoring  the 
biological  soundness  of  the  nation  by  legislation 
aimed,  not  at  procuring  the  maximum  of  votes, 
but  at  securing  the  hereditary  future  of  the  race. 
An  enlightened  public  opinion  based  upon  wider 
biological  teaching  in  the  schools  is  essential  to 
avoid  racial  decay."

A  professor  of  economics  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity the  author  of  a  recent  work  entitled 
••Modern  Economic  Society,"  Is  of  opinion  that 
the  existence  of  unemployment  on  the  present 
vast  scale  Is  due  to  the  Inexcusable  folly  of  the 
community  at  large,  and  that  periods  of  unem- 
ployment are  sure  to  recur  as  long  as  the  public 
continues  to  bear,  as  It  does  as  present,  the  cost 
of  the  support  of  the  unemployed.  That  society 
at  large,  through  the  co-operation  of  public  and 
private  agencies,  does  bear  the  cost  of  the  main- 
tenance of  the  unemployed  seems  tolerably  clear 
That  It  should  refuse  to  do  so  any  longer  Is  the 
main  point  In  an  essay,  by  this  authority,  which 
appeared  In  a  recent  Issue  of  The  Atlantic 
Monthly. 

He  mentions  several  reasons  why,  in  his 
opinion.  Industry  and  not  the  community  ut 
large  should  be  required  to  build  up  reserves  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  an  unemployment  wage 
It  Is  not  necessary  to 'follow  him  through  his 
exposition,  step  by  step.  The  chief  reason  upon 
which  his  argument  must  stand  or  fall  may  be 
briefly  set  forth.  Industry  requires  a  reserve  of 
labor  because  It  needs  more  men  at  some  times 
than  at  others,  and  the  expense  of  maintaining 
Idle  laborers  la  Just  as  truly  one  of  the  costs  of 
production  as  Is  the  cost  of  maintaining  Idle 
machines. 

Why,  he  asks  pointedly,  should  the  commu- 
nity bear  this  particular  cost  of  production  any 
more  than  it  should  bear  industry's  fuel  bill,  for 
example?  If  the  community  were  so  foolish  as 
to  pay  the  cost  of  fuel,  the  fuel  bill  of  Industry 
would  promptly  rise  to  great  heights,  just  as  the 
cost  of  maintaining  Industry's  labor  reserve  has 
done,  and  will  do  so  as  long  as  the  community 
continues  to  subdidize  unemployment. 

It  Is.  of  course,  not  to  be  expected  that  indus- 
trial managers  will  Include  in  their  budget*  any 
substantial  expenditure  for  stabilizing  work  as 
long  as  the  community  bears  the  cost  of  Insta- 
bility. The  remedy  which  the  professor  pre- 
scribes is  that  Instead  of  letting  the  costs  of 
Insecurity  fall  on  the  unemployed,  upon  thelr 
relatlves,  upon  grocers,  butchers,  and  landlords, 
and  upon  public  and  private  charitable  agencies, 
Industry  must  address  itself  to  the  task  of 
smoothing  out  the  violent  fluctuations  In  wage 
payments  by  the  method  which  It  has  so  success- 
fully employed  In  smoothing  out  variations  In 
dividend  payments,  namely,  by  building  up  re- 
serve* for  the  purpose.  That  this  Is  possible,  the 
writer  says,  is  Indicated  by  the  fact  that  the 
dividend  disbursements  of  American  corpora- 
tions Increased  65  per  cent  in  the  years  1928  and

So  the  Inspector  has  not  come 
back,  and  the  Doctor  cannot  go  to 
him.

It  is  said  that  doctors  make  mis- 
takes. It  Is  also  said  that  when 
doctors  make  mistakes  of  a  profes- 
sional nature,  they  are  more  fortu- 
nate than  mere  laymen,  for  they 
can  bury  their  mistakes  and  no  em- 
barrassing questions  wUl  be  asked. 
But  when  a  doctor  makes  a  literary 
mistake,  there  is  no  particular  rea- 
son why  it  should  be  buried,  or,  lf 
burled,  why  it  should  not  be  ex- 
humed for  examination  and  correc- 
tion.

We  were  taught,  In  our  Infancy, 
not  to  covet;  but,  It  Is  only  after  al- 
most six  decades  that  we  have  ar- 
rived at  that  most  enviable  and 
glorious  state  of  mind  where  we  can 
truthfully  say:  "we  covet  nothing!" 

We  are  able  to  gaze  Into  every 
shop  window  in  the  city,  and,  after

In  this  city 
of  so  much  talent,  that  there  is  no 
permanent  assembly  room,  or  sim- 
ilar accommodation  for  art  exhibits! 
Victoria  has  much  to  be  ashamed  of; 
there  Is  the  utter  lack  of  facilities 
for  flower  shows;  an  entirely  Inade- 
quate Courthouse;  no  safe  deposi- 
tory for  deeds  and  other  title  docu- 
ments; no  skating  rink;  an  ancient 
and  cramped-for-space  City  Hall, 
and  a  lack  of  many  other  things 
that  a  self-respecting  capital  city 
should  be  proud  enough  to  possess; 
but  the  need  of  an  art  gallery  or 
suitable  space  for  an  exhibit  of  the 
work  of  local  craftsmen  Is  Its  not- 
the-least  shame! 

As  we  hav  •  used  the  greater  part 
of  our  daily  space  to  register  a 
kick,  perhaps  It  would  be  best  to 
keep  our  Impressions  of  what  we  saw 
at  Belmont  House  for  another  day;

Mr.  Burnett  opened  the  pro- 
gramme with  the  allegro  moderato 
movement  from  Mendelssohn's  Son- 
ata in  P  Minor.  Jn  the  playing  of  the 
chorale  of  which  he  showed  nice  re- 
straint, while  the  fugue  sections 
were  delivered  with  power.  There 
was  very  impressive  character  In  the 
finale  of  the  Bach  fugue  also,  the 
methodical  sequences  in  which  were 
well  reproduced.  The  other  par- 
ticularly fine  things  by  the  organ 
were  the  Schumann  "Sketch,"  the 
rhythms  of  which  had  dignity;  the 
two  refreshingly  bright  Debussy 
numbers,  "Arabesque"  and  "La  fllle 
aux  cheveux  de  Lin  ";  and  the  or- 
ganist's own  "Largo  Maestoso,"  an 
impressive  composition  using  the 
full  organ  tone  with  fine  effect,  and 
again  demonstrating  the  composer's 
enviable  knowledge  of  "the  king  of 
Instruments." 

Mrs.  Johns'  voice  is  peculiarly 
suited  to  the  singing  of  oratorio, 
and  all  her  readings  were  character- 
ized by  authority,  intelligence, 
breadth  of  phrasing,  and  a  devo- 
tional quality  arising  partly  from 
the  dignified  approach  to  the  works 
and  partly  from  the  untheatrlcal, 
Impersonal  manner  of  their  singing. 
Her  diction  was  extremely  good,  and 
the  vocal  tone  was  clear,  steady, 
well -con trolled  and  of  the  same 
quality  right  through  the  register. 

Her  solo  numbers  were  Haydn's 
"With  Verdure  Clad"  (from  "Crea- 
tion"; and  the  Mendelssohn  air, 
"Jerusalem,  Thou  That  Klllest  the 
Prophets."  With  the  violin  and 
'cello  for  obbllgato.  she  sang  the 
Bach-Oounod  arrangement  of  "Ave 
Maria."  the  ensemble^  being  very 
creditable.  The  two  young  Instru- 
mentalists played  with  commend- 
able restraint  In  this.  In  combin- 
ation with  the  organ  they  formed  a 
trio  in  the  gracious  little  Zamecnlk 
Lullaby,"  a  slight  work,  but  very 
sweet  and  soothing,  and  in  which 
they  used  very  pleVslng  legato  style. 
Mr.  Burnett's  trio  entitled  "Nunle" 
was  particularly  complimentary  to 
the  'cello,  and  used  this  Instrument 
very  effectively,  the  vloUn  also  show- 
ing unaffected  clean  tone.

The  society  aviatrlx,  severely  hurt 
when  she  made  a  hasty  landing  last 
June,  at  Saint  John.  N.B..  disre- 
garded the  fact  that  she  still  wore 
a  steel  corset  as  a  result  of  her 
spinal  Injury,  and  jumped  from  her 
ship  to  the  ground. 

Miss  Nichols'  plane  was  too 
greatly  damaged  for  her  to  continue 
her  transcontinental  flight.  She 
landed  here  Sunday  morning  after 
a  nonstop  flight  from  Oakland,  Cal., 
In  which  she  was  believed  to  have 
established  a  nonstop  distance  rec- 
ord for  women. 

The  young  aviatrlx  half  stumbled 
as  she  reached  the  ground,  but  me- 
chanics hustled  her  away  from  the 
fiery  plane  before  she  was  hurt.  She 
was  taxiing  her  monoplane  over  the 
turf  to  warm  It  up  when  the  acci- 
dent occurred.  Spectators  saw  a 
burst  of  flame  as  gasoline  poured 
out  from  a  valve. 

There  were  shouts  from  mechan- 
ics of  "cut  it  off.  cut  It  off."  but  be- 
fore Miss  Nichols  could  cut  off  the 
engine  she  had  to  leap.  The  flames 
threatened  to  reach  the  main  gas 
tank  any  moment,  but  despite  that, 
a  group  of  attendants  rushed  up 
with  fire  extinguishers. 

The  accident  was  caused  by  a 
stream  of  gasoline  that  suddenly 
burst  from  beneath  the  plane.  At- 
tendants said  they  believed  a  dump 
valve  had  been  released  by  the 
vibration  of  the  engine.

In  formation  the  island  is 
It  typical  atoll,  comprising  a  roughly 
circular  reef  of  coral,  about  thirty 
miles  In  circumference,  and  half  a 
|  mile  aross  at  its  widest  point.  As 
in  the  case  of  all  atolls,  sand  has 
collected  above  the  coral,  and 
tropical  vegitatlon  has  taken  root 
in  the  sand.  At  no  point  la  the 
ground  more  than  nine  feet  above 
sea  level.  The  lagoon  formed  by 
the  reef  is  a  mass  of  coral  shoals, 
but  trading  schooners  are  able  to 
And  anchorage  In  It  near  the  chan- 
nel which  connects  It  with  the  open 
sea. 

The  cable  station  staff  comprises 
twelve  engineers  and  operators. 
Seven  have  wives  resident  on  the 
lsland,  and  there  are  a  number  of 
children.  Pour  or  five  Europeans  on 
the  plantation  complete  the  white 
population.  In  addition,  there  are 
about  150  natives,  employed  as 
servants  or  on  the  plantation.  By 
means  of  up-to-date  wireless  In- 
stallations, the  inhabitants  are  kept 
In  touch  with  the  outside  world. 
Modem  bungalows  are  electrically 
lighted  and  equipped  with  electric 
refrigerators,  current  being  gener- 
ated by  a  Diesel -operated  plant.  A 
clubhouse  contains  billiard  tables 
and  a  well-stocked  library,  and  a 
tennis  court  Is  much  used.  The  set- 
tlement also  boasts  a  postofflce  and 
a  savings  bank. 

The  life  Is  very  healthy.  The 


temperature  varies  only  slightly 
throughout  the  year;  there  Is  only 
about  seven  minutes  variation  In 
the  length  of  daylight,  and  the 
bracing  southeast  trades  blow 
across  the  island  all  the  year 
round.  In  leisure  hours  there 
is  boating  In  the  lagoon  and  deep- 
sea  fishing  from  the  reef.  Large 
fish  abound,  and  provide  the  angler 
with  excellent  sport.  The  presence 
of  sharks  does  not  deter  swimmers, 
as  the  monsters,  well  supplied  with 
fish  have  never  been  known  to  at- 
tack man  With  the  assistance  of 
soli  brought  as  ballast  by  copra 
schooners,  the  enterprising  station 
staff  has  even  induced  tropical 
fruits  to  flourish  and  provide  them 
with  tasty  desserts. 

Each  man  sent  to  Panning  Island 
is  required  to  spend  two  years  there. 
Conditions  being  as  they  are,  no  one 
Is  really  anxious  to  leave.

Kruesl  delivered  the  machine, 
collected  $18— the  men  did  such 
work  on  a  contract  basis,  and  that 
was  the  price  Edison  had 
and  asked  what  it  was  for 
told  him,  and  Kruesl,  tHough  he 
worshipped  the  inventor,  laughed 
at  the  idea.  Edison  himself  ex- 
pected only  to  get  a  few  sounds  re- 
produced, which  might  give  him 
some  basis  for  working  out  a  better 
idea  for  a  "speaking  machine,"  as 
he  called  his  device. 

PREPARES  GREAT  TEST 

Edison  covered  the  drum  care- 
fully with  tinfoil,  adjusted  the 
stylus  point  so  It  Just  touched  the 
tlnfbll  surface,  and  then,  turning 
the  crank  moving  the  drum,  re- 
cited loudly  into  the  diaphragm. 

The  picture  is  almost  beyond 
conception — Kruesl,  sleepless  for 
two  days  because  of  this  device, 
looking  on  sceptically;  Edison,  also 
sleepless  for  two  days  a  thirty- 
year-old  genius  on  the  threshold  of 
his  greatest  Invention,  stooping 
over  the  contraption  on  the  table, 
shouting  at  the  top  of  his  lungs. 

The  words  he  chose  to  shout  at 
this  epochal  moment  were:  "Mary 
had  a  little  lamb.  Its  fleece  was 
white  as  snow."  and  the  rest  of  the 
nursery  rhyme. 

Bystanders  grinned— they  could- 
n't help  it.  Probably  Edison  felt  a 
little  foolish,  because,  after  all,  no 
man  had  ever  tested  a  device  even 
remotely  resembling  this,  and  he 
had  no  real  reason  to  suppose  it 
would  work. 

He  reversed  the  tinfoil,  placed 
♦he  stylus  point  on  it  again,  and 
started  turning  the  crank  once 
more. 

The  stylus  point  scratched  and 
rasped   on   the   tinfoil,   but  back 
through  the  diaphragm,  every  In 
tonatlon  clear,  the  voice  of  Edison 
perfectly  recognizable,  came  every  I 
syllable  of  the  rhyme. 

An  awed  silence  fell  in  the 
workshop. 

TOOK  WORLD  BY  STORM 

Here  was  an  Invention  that  re- 
quired no  weeks  of  work  to  perfect 
before  it  could  be  demonstrated, 
and  required  no  specially  trained 
audience  to  be  appreciated.  Im- 
provements upon  It  still  are  being 
made,  of  course,  but  essentially 
every  talking  machine  built  today 
Is  simply  a  reproduction  of  that 
crude  device.  It  took  the  world  by 
storm.  It  brought  Edison  millions 
of  dollars,  trlump'.  il  acclaim,  and 
a  dozen  decorations  from  foreign 
governments. 

There  was  still  much  to  be  done 
before  the  machine  had  practical 
value.  The  tinfoil  must  be  re- 
placed with  wax.  a  motor  must  be 
Installed,  the  soundbox  must  be 
perfected.  But  the  first  model 
talked  as  definitely  as  the  most  ex- 
pensive and  highly  refined  electric 
automatic  model  that  may  be  pur- 
chased today. 

The  patent  for  the  "phonograph 
or  speaking  machine"  was 
December  15,  1877,  No.  200.531. 
was  Edison's  142nd  patent.
